Soya Bean Meal as Fertilizer 


A regulation under the Dominion || 


Fertilizers Act has been established 
which requires a minimum of six per 
cent of available nitrogen and not 
more than six per cent of oil in the 
meal sold for fertilizer purposes. This 
guarantees to buyers that the meal 
has been properly processed, and indi- 
cates that it should give efficient re- 
sults when used as a nitrogen fert- 
ilizer. 

Soya bean meal has for many years 
been used as a nitrogen fertilizer 
in eastern countries, particularly in 
Japan and China. While it has been 
officially recognized only recently as 
a fertilizer in Canada, Chinese gard- 
eners in British Columbia have, dur- 
ing the last few years, used as fer- 
tilizer hundreds of tons of soya bean 
meal imported from eastern sources 
principally Manchuria. 

In recent years soya bean produc- 
tion in Ontario has made considerable 
progress and two factories have been 
established, one at Milton and one at 
Chatham, for the manufacture of the 
meal. As a result there is now a sup- 
ply of domestic soya bean meal in 
Ontario, which is even higher in qua- 
lity than Asiatic meal for feeding and 


fertilizer purposes.

Crop Facts 


Although the volume of field crop 
production in Ontario this year was 
iess-than.in 1932 owing to drought 
and intense heat during the growing 
season, the value of production. shows 
an increase of nine millions of dor 
lars or 8 per cent over last year. 

Ontario’s export of apples to the 
United Kingdom for this season up to 
November 15th was 240,000 _ barrels. 
This figure exceeds the total ship- 
ments of the entire season during 
each of the three previous ycars, 
which were as follows: 1930—135,000 
barrels; 1931—-136,000 barrels; 1932— 
209,000 barrels. Apple exports this 
year promise to set a record as on 
November 15th 220,000 barrels of 
apples were still on hand in cold 
storage. 

Greatly increased cold storage fa- 
cilities, erected in the last few years, 
now permit our growers to hold their 
apples and market them in the Qld 
Country when prices are at their 
best. 

Ontario tobacco continues to secure 
an increasing share ‘of the British 
market, with exports for 1933 totall- 
ing over 15,000,000 Ibs., or 50 per 
cent more than in 1932. 

Loans to farmers on farm property 
during the past year by the Ontario 
Agricultural Development Board to- 
talled $6,700,000 as compared with 
$8,500,000 last year. 

The Canada-United Kingdom Trade 
Agreement that went info effect on 
November 15, 1932, has resulted in 
numerous gains in Canadian exports 
in a wide range of farm commodities. 


Bill of Lading Required 


All truckers handling livestock are 
required by, Government regulations, 
under which their licenses are isstied, 
to furnish farmers with bills of lad- 
ing on livestock shipments. Many 
farmers are not aware of this regu- 
lation or the protection if affords 
them and many cases eome to light 
where livestock shippers have suffer- 
ed loss through not insisting on 4 bill 
of lading from the trucker who hauls 
his stock to market. 

Under the Highways Act, every 
trucker transporting livestock for 
hire is required under his P.C.V. li- 
cense to furnish a bill of lading to 
the shipper. The Regulation affords 
the producer an opportunity of deter- 
mining to whom his livestock is sold. 
In any case it assures the shipper 
that he will get his money and a full 
and correct statement from the pur- 
chaser to whom the trucker delivers 
his load. 

These regulations do not apply to 
farmers transporting their own ‘live- 
stock nor to’ drovers who purchase 
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port their purchases to market. But. 
if the farmer fails to insist on a bill 
of lading from the trucker who hauls | 
his cattle he can have no assurance| 
of where his livestock is sold or to, 
whom, or at what prices and more- 
over, he has to accept the trucker’s. 
responsibility for returning 
money.

DISASTROUS DRY SPELLS 
ARE ‘FORECAST 


A “warm and dry” weather fore- 
cast for the rest of the 20th century 
and warning of a coming period of 
disastrous droughts were issued by a 
weather specialist on Thursday before 
the American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science. 

Playing a role much like the bib- 
lical Joseph who warned the Egypt- 


; str jansgof “lean years” to come, H. W. 


Clough of Arcade,.N. Y., told the 
scientists that along the turn of <he 
century “there are likely to be pro- 
longed and disastrous droughts, pos- 
sibly causing extensive migrations of 
people now inhabiting regions that 
border upon deserts.” 

These great droughts will result, 
he said, from the fact that four great 
weather cycles controlled by the sun 
will synchronize somewhere around 
the year 2,000. At that period the hot, 
dry phases of each of the four cycles 
will strike the earth at about the 
samé time. The cycles are 37, 83, 300, 
and 1,400 years in length, the short 
ones repeating themselves during one 
long one, with weather swinging al- 
ternately from hot and dry to cold 
‘and’ wet through each. 

“About 1950 or 1955, the weather

Seventy-seven a- 
wards were made in this class, of 
which number fifty went to Canad- 
ian exhibitors. 


The winner of the first place in 
this class, Mr. F. Isackson, Elfros, 
Sask., also captured the Grand 
Championship for the best sample of 
wheat in the Show. The variety ex- 
hibited was Reward. 

Supremacy of Reward Wheat 

Most of the prizes in the Hard Red 
Spring Wheat Clasg went to the fam- 
ous Canadian-bred variety known as 
Reward, which was developed by the 
Cereal Division, Experimental Farm, 
Ottawa, Ont. This variety originated 
from a cross between Marquis and 
an early ripening, high quality but 
rather unproductive variety known as 
Prelude. Since its introduction in the 
spring of 1928 Reward has won first 
place in its class at Chicago each 
year and has also been awarded the 
Grand Championship over all variet- 
ies and ¢i f wheat during the 


past four years except in i193i<whent 


a Durum exhibit was awarded highest 
honors. 

It was also Reward which captured 
the most coveted prizes at last sum- 
mer’s World’s Grain Show at Regina, 
Sask. 

It was a fortunate coineidence for 
Canada that not only is Reward an 
outstanding exhibition variety but 
that it is equally outstanding from 
the standpoint of milling and baking 
variety, for which latter reason it is 
now used very largely by plant breed- 
ers who desire-to combine high qua- 
lity with some other characteristic 
such as high yield or resistance to 
rust. 

While Canada does not produce 
Hard Red Winter Wheat to any ex- 
tent and while she had only one en- 
try in this class at Chicago, this ne- 
vertheless was considered to be entitl- 
ed to first place. This sample was 
produced by Mr. S. B. Allsop, Wemb- 
ley, Alta. (Peace River District). 

As a producer of high class Durum 
Wheat, which wheat is sought chiefly 
for the manufacture of such products 
as macaroni, Canada has also come 
rapidly to the forefront during the 
past few years. This year at Chicago 
she won sixteen prizes out of twenty- 
two awarded, including all of the first 
fifteen excepting the 5th, which lat- 
ter went to a Montana grower. 

The Championship in this class 
went to Mr. William Rogers, Tap- 
pen, B. C. * 

In the two oat classes (early and. 
medium to late) Canada, as usual, 
won the major awards. Thus in the 
medium to late oat class (region I), 
in which twenty-eight prizes were 
given, Canadians captured twenty- 
one, including all of the first eight 
with the excepi on of the second. 

The winner in this class was Ian' 
Smith, Wolfe Creek, Alta., who also 
won the Grand Championship for 
oats. 

In the class for early ripening var- 
ieties of oats (region I) twelve out 
of the fifteen awards went to Can- 
adians, our neighbors to the south 
winning only the 3rd, 7th and 11th.

DAIRY COMMISSIONER 
WARNS AGAINST SHIPPING 
IMMATURE CHEESE 


A warning that if cheese factories 
do not stop shipping very immature 
cheese to the markets some coercive 
steps may be taken, was given on 
Thursday by J. F. Singleton, Dairy 
Commissioner of Canada. He was ad- 
dressing the Dairymen’s Association 
of Eastern Ontario at Kingston. 

Negotiations were being carried 
out, Mr. Singleton said, between the 
United Kingdom, Austgalia and New 
Zealand to raduce the amount of 
butter these two Dominions shipped 
to the United Kingdom market. Some 
success was being made and Canada 
would likely be asked to join in the 
arrangement, 

Doubtless if it became effective 
with butter, it would be extended to 
cheese. : 

The proposal that each box of 
cheese should bear the mark when it 
was made, was discussed by the Com- 
missioner. New Zealand marks its 
cheese to indicate the date when it 
was manufactured and there was a 
demand from the United Kingdom, 
that Canada do the same. The Com- 
missioner thought it would result in 
getting better prices. for October 
cheese and if such were the case it 
j would be well worth while. 

The Commissioner did not mince 
words when it came to discussing the 
practice of shipping immature cheese. 
He emphasized that the more mature 
the cheese was when it was graded, 
the better was thesopportunity for the 
grader to fix the grade in accordance 
with what would be the final quality

Mr. Fulton again advocates that 
steps be taken in Canada to devise 
some scheme of orderly shipments 
from all Provinces, in order to head 
off the rising tide of dissatisfaction 
on the part of the English apple 
growers who naturally resent having 
their short selling season in the fall 
ruined by excessive supplies of over- 
seas apples, much of them cooking 
varieties. 

The English growers suggest the 
adoption of some voluntary means of 
preventing gluts of apples in the Brit- 
ish markets in heavy crop years. Dur- 
ing 1933, for example, the British 
markets were continually over-sup- 
plied with apples from one overseas 
source or another from April to De- 
cember, and during that time the sea- 
son's crop of all English fruits had a 
disadvantage. Of course the Canad- 
ian fruit growers also suffer when 
their apples are too hurriedly dumped 
on markets already overstocked with 
supplies.

Beets, carrots, parsnips and 
yellow turnips were 30c a peck and 
onions 50c. Sage and savory 5 cents a 
bunch. Individual squash 5 cents and 
Hubbards 15c, 20c and 25c each. Cab- 
bage 5c each and red cabbage 5c and 
10c. Chinese cabbage 5c and 10c and 
celery 5c and 10c and some at 2 
bunches for 15 cents. 

There wag a plentiful supply of 
eggs offered on the inside market at 
30c, 31c, $2c and 35c @ dozen, with 
the first price that prevailing. But- 
ter was on sale in quantity for the 
first time in a number of weeks, 25c 
being the predominating price with a 
few offerings at 2.pounds for 45 
cents. A small supply of poultry was 
displayed by vendors, and only here 
and there worthwhile birds were 
shown. Ducks sold at 50c, 75c and 
90 cents each and the supply was 
limited. Chickens demanded 50c, 650, 
75c, 80c and $1.00 each and fowl 
ranged about the same price..,

BEES ABLE TO THINK 


Bees seem to possess a great deal 
of ingenuity and seem able to think 
and to communicate their thoughts 
to their bee friends, stated Dr. Frank 


E. Lutz of the American Museum of 
Natural History, New York, when de- 
scribing to the Royal Canadian Insti- 


tute at Toronto a series of experi- 
ments he had conducted to test insect 
“intelligence.” 

For example, Dr. Lutz said that he 
placed sugar water in a cage, en- 
trance to which was blocked at cer- 
tain times. He used a sloping trap 
door which easily pushed up when 
a bee was finding its way out but 
which refused to open when the same 
method was used from the outside. 
But shrewd little bees. sometimes 
watched until their confreres were 
coming out and then slid in while the 
doors were still up. Some bees found 
that by turning a somersault they 
could lift the trap door and roll in 
upside down.

HON. J. D. MONTEITH, 
‘ MINISTER OF LABOR, 
DIES AT STRATFORD 


Ontario has suffered the loss of her 
second cabinet minister in eight days 
‘for Dr. Joseph D. Monteith, Minister 
of Public Works and Labor, died at 
Stratford on Monday night. Hon. E. 
A. Dunlop, provincial treasurer, died 
on New Year’s day. | 

Dr. Monteith, veteran _Parliament- 
arian, a man of warm sympathies: 
and noted for his impartiality to his! 
constituents, irrespective of their po- 
litical creed, had been in ill health for 
some time, and the strain of his duties 
was regarded as contributing to his 
death. 

On December 28th, he attended the

BY JULY 1935 


President Roosevelt looks forward 
to national recovery at a rate that 
will bring an increase of 34 per cent. 
in industrial production between now 
and July 1, 1935. 

This confident estimate of the fu- 
ture was presented in the budget 
message as the basis upon which the 
government’s receipts for the next 18 
months were calculated. 

The 1935 revenue was set at $3,- 
974,665,479 on the estimate that the 
Federal Reserve Boards’ average in- 
dex of industrial production for that 
fiscal year would reach 98, compared 
with 81 for the present fiscal year, 
and, 67. for 1932-33. 

At the 98 mark, the fiscal year 
would \be better than the calendar 
year 1930 by @ivo points, and would 
compare with 110 for the fiscal year 
from July 1929 to June 1930.

TO THINK? 


(By Edson R. Waite) 


H. L. Walsh, Editor of the St. Ca- 
tharines, (Ont.), Standard says— 

“We are living, despite the human 
misery and want from a four year 
world-wide depression, in the~ most 
forward moving era of socialism this 
continent, the United States and Can- 
ada, has ever witnessed. And it is not 
the socialism which used to be the 
bug-bear of the forefathers, but 
soundly based on man’s responsibility 
to man.

The 
English mill hand worked 18 hours a 
day for $2.50 a week and so on with 
all his family. 

“Up until 1820, there was imprison- 
ment for debt in the United States, 
the debtor joining with the very low- 
est class of criminal. 

“What of today? Billions are issued 
to wage war on depression. It is an 
era, in this Province of Ontario, and 
it applies fairly generally to the rest 
of America, of mothers’ allowances, 
workmen's compensation, old age pen- 
sions, free hospital clinics, public re- 
ltef based on legislative and voluntary 
ocntribution, public ownership of 
vast resources and manifold activities 
all to improve the lot of humans. 
It is an era, and this follows a reign 
of Capitalism, of the greatest use 
of the motor car, the telephone, the 
radio, and scores of electrical devices 
on farm and in the home not dream- 
ed of even a half century ago by even 
the most affluent of citizens. Now all 
is shared by the common run of man- 
kind in this America. 

“Socialism goes hand in hand with 
Capitalism in England, where they 
have evolved sound actuarial unem- 
ployment insurance and recently add- 
ed 4,000,000 white collar beneficiaries 
to the workable project. Human pro- 
gress is very marked the world over, 
and in one great respect the United 
States and Canada can be thankful. 
The 3,000 mile fortress, soldierless 
boundary line between these two 
countries remains as the great unique 
example of good neighborship to the 
whole world.” .

Winter Hog Feeding

ments. Lack of sunshine and exercise 
may also be contributory causes. Con- 
trol measures to forestall these win- 
ter feeding difficultiey are as follows 
Use a variety of feetis in the ration 
including milk or tankage; provide al- 
falfa or clover hay or roots in small 
quantities; do not feed too heavily; 
allow young animals to exercise out- 
doors in mild weather; all stock 
should have comfortable sleeping 
quarters which are dry and free from 
draughts.

The chief value of roots as a poul- 
try feed lies in the fact that they aie

they are quite deficient in vitamin) 
content. The anti-neuritic and anti- 
scorbutic vitamins are present in only 
the slightest traces, while the anti- 
rachitic vitamin is entirely lacking. 
In comparison, fresh clover, one of 
the most commonly used green feeds, 
contains all three in abundance. The 
chief function of mangels and roots 
in general is the supplying of succu- 
lence to the ration. It has been found 
that by using mangels and supple- 
menting with a regular dose of Ep- 
som salts, laying birds will come 
through the winter in fairly good 
shape... ~

Grading is placed on the principle 
that it is sound business to classify 
live stock, live stock products, and 
other Canadian commodities in such 
a way that the consumer will be 
able to recognize and purchase quality 
products and that the producer will be 
enabled to obtain a higher price. Ex- 
perience has proved the value of this 
theory. The identification of top qua- 
lity beef under red ard blue ribbon 
bands, the grading of poultry, the 
segregation of eggs which are known 
to practically every Canadian con- 
sumer, and other grading activities, 
have been a tremendous incentive to 
qualify production with resultant be- 
nefit to producers.

Home Cleaning of Small Vegetable 
Seeds 


Thresh out the seeds by placing 
the plants in a strong, closely woven 
cotton sack. Light flailing with a 
stick will liberate the seed from aa 
or heads, 

Lettuce and carrot seeds should be 
rubbed out by hand, using a pair of 
strong leather mitts. 

A coarse sieve will remove the 
straw and chaff. Place the segd and 
chaff on.a fine sieve, a quick, down- 
ward side movement, repeating sev- 
eral times will remove the chaff and 
light seed. Only the large plump seed 
| should be kept. Hand picking will im- 
prove the sample. 

Home Grown Grains for the Laying 
Hen 


The following ration for laying 
pullets, composed: mostly of home 
grown grains, is recommended by the 
Poultry Division of the Dominion Ex- 
perimental Farms—Mash—2 parts of 
ground wheat, 1 part of ground oats, 
1 part ground barley or corn, % part 
of ground beef, and fish scrap, 2 per 
cent bone meal, 2 per cent cod liver) 
oil, and 1 per cent salt; scratch grain 
—2 parts of wheat, 1 part oats, 1 part. 

'eorn or buckwheat, 1 part barley. 
This ration may be varied according 
to what grains the farmer has avail- 
able.

$20,000 FIRE LOSS 
AT MARMORA 


The large stone grist mill at Mar- 
mora, owned by the Pearce Company 
and occupied by G. B. Airhart, as 
tenant, was totally destroyed by fire, 
which broke out in the basement 
shortly after three o'clock Monday 
morning. The origin of the fire is un- 
known and the loss on the property is 
estimated between $15,000 and $20,- 
000. Insurance carried by the com- 
pany is not known. The stock, which 
was owned by Mr. Airhart was saved 
excepting some grains that were in 
the bins. The loss to Mr. Airhart will 
not be more than $300.00. 

The mill is one of the landmarks 
of the village and has been in use 
for many years. Power was supplied 
to the mill by water and wheel and 
the owners and Mr. Airhart are at a 
loss to determine the cause of the fire. 
The building was wired for electricity, 
but the fire broke out in the base- 
ment. An adjoining store room was 
also burned, in which much of the 
stock was stored, but this was cleared 
out before the fire spread to that 
building. The volunteer brigade work-| 
ed heroically, assisted by the villag- 
ers, but the fire had gained such 
headway before it was’ discovered 
that most of the attention was paid 
to adjoining buildings. 

At an early hour Monday ‘the fire 
‘was under control and no more da- 
mage was expected. This is one of 
the most serious fires to have occur- 
red in Marmora in some years.

ADVOCATES MORE 
\CHEESE PRODUCTION 


|/ A special meeting of the Central 
|‘ontario Cheesemakers’ Association 
| was held on Tuesday afternoon of 
| last week in the Council Chambers, 
| City Hall, Belleville, with a repre- 
sentative attendancs of members from 
_throughont the district.. Mr. John 
Finnegan, president, occupied the 
chair. The meeting was called for the 
election of officers for 1934, as an 
error had been made at the annual 
| convention, December las‘, in naming 
_too many directors, and directors are 
responsible for the choosing of  of- 
ficers., 

The secretary, Mr. F. H. Dudgeon, 
presented additions to the constitu- 
tion of the Association, which met 
with the approval of the meeting, as 
did a resolution, which after the en- 
dorsation of the Eastern and Western 
Cheesemakers’ Associations will bo 
presented to the Ontario Department 
of Agriculture. 

Following the election of the five 
directors for 1934, Mr. J. L. Irwin, 
district cheese grader, was called on 
to address the gathering. Mr. Irwin 
pointed out the decrease in cheese 
production in Ontario during’ 1933. 
‘Central and Western Ontario were re- 
sponsible for a decrease of some 70,- 
000 boxes whereas Eastern Ontario 
had a decline of only 4,000 boxes. He 
urged the necessity of greater pro- 
duction, with the prediction ,that if 
the decline continued for four or five 
years more, Canada would be off the 
export market altogether. Ontario 
was producing the best quality 
cheese, and there was little left to be 
done in that line. A few factories yet 
manufactured poor cheese, and per- 
haps there will always be a few of 
that kind, said Mr. Irwin. 

He was hopeful that a “Cheese 
Week” would be inaugurated in Can- 
ada this year and this is under con- 
sideration now and plans were form- 
ulating. The National Dairy Council 
was favorable to it and he trusted the 
Central Ontario Cheesemakers’ As- 
sociation would make the initial for- 
mative move. It means a big thing to 
the cheese industry, concluded Mr; 
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A finé-discussion followed Mr. Ir- 
win’s remarks bearing on several 
vital subjects affecting the industry 
and the cheesemakers’ craft. The 
mesting was unanimous in endorsing 
the “Herd Competition” for another 
year.

wAKLY DAYS AT IVANHOE 


(Written by Hattie F. Clements) 

The first record of land  settle- 
ment at Ivanhoe ig an ‘Abstract of 
Title dated 1803. Elizabeth 
hame purchased’from the Crown 200 
acres of land in the sixth concession 
lot 6, of Huatingdon township (farms 
now owned by C. A. Mitz, Sam Kil- 
patrick and John Clements), In 1834 
Mr. William Mitts purchased this 200 
acres from E. Dunham and settled on 
the farm now owned by J. Clements. 

Mr, John Wood from Scotland 
Settled on the eighth concession 102 
years ago. He was the first settler 
(and only) on that line. He was a 
justice of the peace and called Squire 
Wood. The next year Mr. George 
Carscallen came. Mr. Sam Burnett, 
John Haggerty and William Roy fol- 
lowed during the next few years. Mr. 
Hugh McMullen from Scotland settl- 
ed below the hill and Peter Roy where 
John Wright now resides. 

The first road to Madoc was by 
Bronson's Bridge. 

To go from Madoc to Belleville 
they had to build a raft to take the 
oxen across Moira (Hog) Lake. A 
family by the name of Mackenzie 
lived near which is now Madoc Sta- 
tion. Mrs. Mackenzie walked to Belle- 
ville carrying her butter. She stayed 
at Mrs. Hugh McMullen's all night, in 
all taking three days to make the 
trip. In order to post a letter the 
early settlers had to walk to Belle- 
ville. The mail going to the Old 
Country went only once a year. 

Mr. Hugh McMullen and Mr. Sarles 
went to Stoco Lake to fish and Mr. 
McMullen was drowned. Mr. John|’ 
Wood was the only one who had a 
span of horses, so he went and 
brought the body home. 

The name, Thomas Emo, a young 
Irishman, a school teacher (rather 
aristocratic in manner and appear- 
ance) arrived. He had been reading 
Sir Walter Scott's novel “Ivanhoe” 
and with the dispatch that Ivanhoe 
characterizes the Irish, he named the 
place. He later became Reeve of 
Huntingdon and County Warden. The 
majority of early settlers were Ir- 
ish. Some of the names of Irish 
settlers are: Ray, Burnett; McKee, 
Shaw, Rollins, Emo, Gunning, Stout. 
Rutledge, Rawson, Carscallen and 
MacMullen. 

Scotch: Harvey, Wood, Fleming, 
Roy, McMullen and Archibald. 

English: Tummon, Chapman, King, 
Lidster, Prest and Gaven. 

U. E. L.: Reid and Mitts. 

At first the main ambition was the 
primitive struggle to sudbue the wil- 
derness and clear the land. Gradually 
other occupations were introduced 
and engaged in. Mr. W. MacMillen 
was a weaver. Daddy King was the 
first shoemaker; William Vane, a fur- 
niture maker; Sammy Ranson, a tai- 
lor (crossed the ocean nine times); 
Gay Brother, stone mason; John 
Shaw, a shoemaker; A. Fitchett, and 
S. Holden had hopyards. A wagon 
was sent around the morning to 
gather up the hog-pickers. They us- 
ually took their dinner with them, 
but they could get it for 25 cents at 
the hop-yard.

is now, living in. The present occu- 
pants have no fears in a windstorm 
because the foundation is so secure. 
On the same place, when the barn 
was new, the settlers held religious 
services in it. Mr. James Wright has 
often told how he had attended the 
services in this barn. 

The Bible Christian Church was 
built on the eighth line at a later 
date. 

Collins’ Church was erected near 
the railroad track and White Church 
(Presbyterian), in a field next to 
the school house. This last named 
was a mission, Rev. David Wishart 
coming’ from Madoc and, later Mr. 
Grey from Stirling. St. Andrew’s 
was built in 1833. William Archibald, 
a local farmer, contributed nineteen 
hundred dollars towards the building 
fundu. Miss Robertson, a school 
teacher, here at that time. organized 
and taught the first adult Bible Class 
in the Presbyterian church. However, 
the first Sunday school in the com- 
munity was the the Bible Christian 
Churth, where the teacher took what- 
ever chapter in the Bible they chose 
and taught it.

CHARGER THAT BORE 
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CURRIE DIES ON 
ONTARIO FARM 


Barely a month and a half after 
his master died, mourned by the mul-) 
titude that knew him in war and 
peace, General Sir Arthur Currie’s 
cherished charger—-Brock-——died  un- 
beknown to anybody in his stall at 


Sir Arthur's brother's farm at 
Strathroy, Ont., it was learned on 
Thursday. 


Brock’s glamorous days-—when his| 
master rode him through battlefields 
and reviews and when, a few months 
after armistice the Canadians march- 
ed past their Commanding Officer at 
the Cologne bridgehead--came to an 
end upon the return to Canada of Sir 
Arthur. 

Since that time he had led a life of 
comparative ease at the farm of John 
Currie, the General's brother, looking 
forward to the rare visits of his Gen- 
eral—become educationist. On these 
occasions Brock would snuggle his 
muzzle to the hand of his master and 


search for the lump of sugar the 
General always had with him. 
Brock was 28 years of age. Like 


his master, he spent. his early. days 


of war, a patriotic horse fancier pre- 
sented him to the Dominion. He was 
sent to France and became the pride 
of Canada’s war-time Commander-in- 
Chief. 

Brock was too old to walk behind 
his master’s casket in the memor- 
able funeral given Sir Arthur at 
Montreal. A younger charger took his

Rawdon 
was a close second with nine, while 
nine from Sidney were also admitted. 
Monteagle and Herschel sent seven. 

Value of produce ftom the farm 
during the past year was listed at 
$1,833.25. 

Provisions consumed on the table 
during 1933 totalled $4,406.25. During 
the previous year, $4,699.88, a de- 
crease in 1933 of $293.53.
